ST. LOUIS COUNTY 
NEXT SUNDAY 
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Governor Telegraphs Sheriff Her- 
pel to Enforce the Saloon-Clos- 
ing Law and Request Such Aid 
as He May Require. 


WARRANTS FOR 6 SALOON 
KEEPERS FOR VIOLATION 


Fifteen Defendants, Many of 
Them “Pocket Drunks,” in Po- 
lice Courts—East St. Louis and 
County Meccas of Thirsty.

The lid has been suddenly enlarged to 
cover St. Louts County as well as St. Louis 
city in the enforcement of the Sunday 
closing law. 

Monday morning Gov. Folk officially not! 
fied Sheriff Herpel of St. Louis County 
by telegram that section ii of the Re- 
vieed Statutes of Missour!, 1°99, makes it 
unlawful for any one having a dramshop 
license to operate on Sunday, and that any 
violation of this law must be punished. 
The telegram further advised Sheriff Her- 
pel that Gov. Folk had been informed of 
wholesale violations of this statute in St. 
Louis County and that he, the sheriff, is 
Girected to take such steps as are neces- 
gary to enforce the law and to call for 
guch aid as may be required in carrying 
out his instructions. 

It is expected, therefore, that next Sun- 
Gay the lid will be placed as tightly over 
St. Louis County as it was over St. Louis 
city yesterday. 

One of the noticeable results of the en- 
forcement of the Sunday closing law in 
St. Louls was the decrease in the number 
of cases of drunkenness or disorderly con- 
@uct coming up for trial in the city police 
courts. 

In the City Hall! 


Police court but eight 
charges of drunkenness were docketed, 
and there was a corresponding decrease 
in the Dayton and Wyoming street courts, 
there heing but six. The Dayton Street 
court showed an increase—two ‘‘drunks”’ 
laat Monday and 8 today. There was, 
however, a decrease from W to d in peace 
disturbance cases. 

The total number of arrests made yes- 
terday shows a marked decrease compared 
with the record of the preceding Sunday. 
Nineteen. were arrested for drunkenness 
last Sunday. There were six cases of

of assault to kill were made yesterday.

HOPE WN A LONG 
RANGE CONTEST 


Superiority of the Japanese in 
Close Contest Is Conceded to Be 
Overwhelming Because of Their 
Many Small Guns.

MOSCOW, Russia. April 17.—The Russian 
Gazette, a well-informed journal of this 
city, regards Admiral Rojestvensky's 
chances of victory as wholly illusory. 

It says that, although the Russians have 
two more battleships than Admiral Togo 
has, other factors will neutralise this seem- 
ing advantage even in a decisive action, 
while in minor engagements the superior- 
ity of the Japanese fleet is incontestable. 

Belfeving that the Russians will seek a 
decisive action, the Gazette makes the fol- 
lowing estimate of the chances of victory: 

„At six-mile range the Japanese can 
throw every half hour 10 tons more metal 
with a velocity greater by 70,000 foot 
pounds. 

“At five-mile range the Russians would 
have decided superiority, the guns of thetr 
fleet being able to project per half hour 
30 tons more metal at a velocity greater 
by 150,000 foot pounds. 

“At four miles the Japanese would have 
nearly twice the strength, so calculated, of 
the Russians, While at three miles the su- 
periority of the Japanese would be over- 
whelming. At three-mile range the Rus- 
Mans would throw less than half the 
weight of metal fired by the Japanese at 
less than one-third the velocity.” 

The Gazette adds that, as it is estimated 
that the Baltic fleet is two knots slower 
than Admiral Togo's fleet, the choice of 
range remains With the Japanese. There- 
fore, Rojestvensky's only chance is to use 
hie guns at a range of from eight to five 
miles, preventing Togo'’s neater approach.

Charged With Firing Into a Party

The trial of John Meier, aged 15, charged 
with murder in the first degree, began in 
the Juvenile Court Monday morning, Judge 
Withrow presiding, the forenoon Being tak- 
en up with the selection of a jury from a 
panel of . 

Meier, with Henry Berner, who was tried 
in the Criminal court some weeks ago and 
sentenced to one year in the state re- 
formatory, is accused.of having shot and 
killed Thomas Wilson Inman, a young lad, 
on Dee. 1, 194, on the farm of Bernard 
Wolff, uncle of Meier and Berner, on the 
Watson road in Southwest St. Louis. The 
i of the killing was a holiday, being the 
closing of the World's Fair, and Inman, in 
company with Arthur Haley, William 
Hardwick and William Bailey, all young 
linds, had gone hunting. They were on the 
property owned by Bernard Wolff, and 
were ordered off, it is said, by Meier and 
Berner. 

The two latter accused the hunting party 
of trespassing, and in the dispute that fol- 
lowed it is charged that Meier and Berner 
fired into the hunting party with 22-caliber 
cat rifles. One of the bullets struck In- 
man in the temple, penetrating his brain 
and Lilling him instantly. 

At the time of the killing John Meler 
was not quite 15 years old, a fact which 
sends him to the Juvenile court for trial. 
His case came up first in this court on 
Feb. 24, but Arthur Haley, an important 
witness, failed to appear and the case was 
continued until today, Haley being fined

The inquest into the death of; Capt. 
James A. Rider, former member of the 
British navy aad master of a merchant 
ship, but for four yeers sexton of St. 
James“ Memortal Church, Episcopal, at 
Goode and Cote Brilliante avenues, -is 
set for 4 o'clock Monday afternoon. ' 

The body is at the morgue. After the 
inquest it. will be taken in charge by 
the officers of the church, as there are 
no relatives to claim it, and will be buried 
by them. 

Capt. Rider shet himself through the 
head because of remorse at yielding to an 
appetite for drink, while seated alone in 
the southwest corner of the tower room 
of the church, a room in which the Bible 
classes are held. The tragedy occurred 
as the rector, Rev. Edmund Duckworth, 
was ciosing nis Palm Sunday sermon at 
12:20 o'clock Sunday. Death was instan- 
taneous. 

Capt. Rider, white-haired, cultured, high- 

ly intellectual, gifted as a scholar and 
lecturer, had deen a familiar figure around 
St. James Church for four years. When 
Dr. Duckworth first met him, he had 
seemingly reached the depths of despon- 
dency through drink. He had been well 
educated in England; afterward he had 
gone into the ‘British Navy as a midship- 
man; then he had become owner and mas- 
ter of a merchant ship. There his appetite 
gained control of him, and he lost his 
ship and his masters commission. 
For a time he turned his talents to use, 
and was awhile on the stage. His weak- 
ness continued his master. Age came 
apace, and at 60 years he felt that his life 
was entirely a waste. 


Cheered to Reform. 


Then he met Dr. Duckworth He was 
cheered up to try for a fresh effort. He 
was given a position as sexton at the 
church. Dr. Duckworth was his friend 
during many lapses, each followed by sin- 
cere repentance and anew effort at ref- 
ormation. Members of the congregation 
came to know him, and his charming per- 
sonality, his polished manners, his bright 
intellect, made of each acquaintance 4 
friend. The children, meeting him as he 
went about his duties at the church, liked 
him best of all. He was always kind to 
chem and he told them wonderful stories 
of his adventures on sea and land. 

When Lent began, Capt. Rider told Dr. 
Duckworth he was determined to keep 
one resolve—to touch no liquo of any 
Kind during the forty days. It seemed 
that he was keeping his word. Lent was 
nearly ended; it was an the eve of Palm 
sunday). 

Friday afterncon Capt. Rider went to 
the baseball game. Iie kept the score, 
and cnjoyed the gume, despite the raw 
winds and chiliy weather. The exposure 
gave him a slight cold, and Friday even- 
ing he complained of it. A thoughtless 
friend prescribed whisky and rock candy 
as a remedy. 

It is not known when the suggestion was 
acted upon nor for how many hours 
Capt. Rider struggled to master the 
aroused appetite. He attended to his 
Saturday duties, and none of his friends 
suspected that a struggie which was to 
end in defeat and tragedy was being 
waged. 

Capt. Rider ocev;ted a room in the base- 
ment of the church, which Is a long, one- 
story structure of stone at the southwest 
corner of the intersecting streets. The en- 
trance to the auditorium is from Goode 
avenue inte a wice vesiibule.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Supreme 
court of the United States today affirmed 
the decision of the Circuit court for the 
eastern district of Missouri in the case of 
Pabst vs. Crenshaw, attacking the: validity 
of the beer inspection law of the State of 
Missouri.

James Tracy, the oldest detective of | 
the St. Louis Police Department, died 
shortly before 8 o'clock Monday morning 
‘at his home, 1206 Temple place. His death 
was due to a congestive chill. 

He was 6 years old and had been a de 
tective 38 years. 

He had been indisposed since: Friday 
morning, but a fatal termination was not 
anticipated and his death came as a shock 


Friday morning Tracy reported for duty 
at 9 o'clock as usual. He was not well 
and at 9:45 he told Chief Desmond that 
he had a chill and he was excused and ad- 
vised to go home and go to bed. He was 
not able to report Saturday or Sunday. ) 

Monday morning at 7:30 a telegram was 
received by Clerk Barney Verheyen, tem- 
porarily in charge of the officé, that Tracy 
was thought to be dying. He immediately 


* 


buggy and went with all haste to Tracy’s 
home, but the old detective had died just 
before he arrived. 

Tracy went on the police force May 21, 
1867, when he was 27 years old. Prior to 
that he had been a shoemaker and at one 
time had worked at the same bench with 
Lawrence Harrigan, who was afterwards 
for many years chief of police. 

From the time that he became a detective 
he was associated with important cases. 
He ranked as one of the best detectives 
in the country and when he was in his 
prime he and his partner, William Tucker, 
unraveled many perplexing crime mys- 
teries. , 


His Famous Cases. 

The most noted case with which he was 
connected was the Preller murder. Apri 
14. 1885, Charles Arthur Preller, a travel- 
ing salesman from England, was found 
dead in a trunk in room No. 14 at the

tences. 

His most recent bmportant arrest was 
that of Alonzo Whitman, wanted in Buf- 
falo on 4 charge of. forgery. He recog- 
nized Whitman Sept. .26; 194, at the Jef-' 
ferson Hotel. where he was registered as 
George Prentice. Tracy remembered him 
from having arrested him 16 years before. 
As Whitman was being taken back to 
Buffalo he jumped from a moving train 
and escaped; but was afterward recap- 
tured 

Twenty-five years ago he ran down and 
captured Mason and Downey, notorious safe 
blowers. He located them in a room in a 
hotel at Sixth street and Lucas avenue and 
went in on them and captured them, and 
they both got long terms in the peni- 
tentiary. 

His son, Thomas, who was also a de- 
tective, died May 19, 1899. The father was 
a widower at that time, but a year later 
he married a widow, who survives him.

Chief Desmond received his inspiration to 
become a detective from Tracy. Thirty 
years ago he was a steamfitter. He was 
putting in some signals at a gambling 
house at Eighth and Morgan streets. when 
Tracy and two other detectives made a 
raid on the place.

in time and from across the street watch- 
ed the detectives work. He saw Tracy 
draw his revolver and go into the house 
and the ease with which he lined the 
gamblers up in a corner filled Demond 
with admiration. He decided then and 
there that the detéctive’s life wae the life 
for him and some time later he gave up 
his position and got on the force. ’ 


- Tracy’s Superstitions. 

Tracy was a Httle superstitious, or 
seemed to be, although he may have some- 
times merely pretended to be superstitious 
in order to take advantage of the super- 
stition of others. 

In 1891, when an old recluse named Drex- 
el was beaten to death in his store at 
Eighth and Pine streets. Tracy arrested 
two negroes, one of whom was named 
Charles W. Wisdom. He was not able to 
make anything out of them until he re- 


membered the saying that if a murderer 
presses his finger on his victim, the blood 
of the corpse will Jeap in that direction. 
He took the two negroes to the morgue 
One of them pressed his finger on the 
corpse without hesitation or nervousness, 
Then Tracy made Wisdom press his finger 
on the corpse. There was no appearance 
of blood but the terror and nervouspess

Follow Real Convicts in Tennessee 
While Being Taught to Keep 
to the Trail, 


Eperial to ‘be Poat-Mienatch , 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 1" Among 


the exciting incidents that occur at the 
mountain camp of the Hamilton County 
workhouse are the man-hunts that fre- 
quentiy take place. These hunts are for 
the purpose of training the bloodhounds 
which are kept at the camp. The trusties 
of the camp are the objects of the chase. 

Several bloodhounds are kept at the main 
prison at Orchard Knob. At the mountain 
camp there are five. 

When it is desired to teach the new ani- 
mals how to follow a trail, a convict is 
selected to make the run and a course 
laid out which will take in all kinds of 
territory and conditions such as an escap- 
ing man would naturally resort to. 

The dogs are kept penned up until the 
man has a good start, when they are 
taken out, watered and led past the scent 
several times, until they have it thor- 
oughly. Then the chains are unsnapped 
and the chase begins. 

The dogs, who are perfectly docile when 
there is no man-hunt going on, become as 
ferocious as wild beasts and race madly 
over the course, following the scent with 
their noses about four inches trom the 
ground where there is no trouble to follow 
the trail.

Killing in Iowa of Indian Princess 
Believed to Be Result 
of Feud.

DES MOINES, Io., April 17.—That the 
beautiful Indian princess, Mas-Che-Qua, 
whose body was recently found on the Sac 
and Fox reservation near Tama, twas mur- 
dered for no other reason than to ter- 
minate a rival dynasty that has descended 
from the once powerful Chief Push-Ton- 
e-Qua, was practically established by the 
investigation of Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Healy today. 

The arrest of George Soldier, her divorced 
husband, with whom she was last seen 
alive, has caused the Indians to abandon 


their air of stolid indifference and enabled 
government officers to get at the bottom 
of the feud. 

Three murders within the past year, two 
of the victims being young squaws, have 
hitherto remained unsolvable mysteries. 
Tt is now believed by Marshal Healy that 
the ancient feud between the Sac and Fox 
Indians, who jointly occupy the reservation, 
as to which is entitled to the chieftaln- 
— ix back of it all. 

as-Che-Qua was popular and her death 
has aroused the tribe. Since her body was 
found, the descendants of Push-Ton-e-Qua 
have been in an ugly mood. It is possible 
that the government will be compelled to 
take measures to prevent internecine war- 
fare on the reservation. ;

Virginia Professor Says Our Soul 
Dies When Life Leaves 
Body. 


BELIEVES IN EVOLUTION. 


Holds That Man’s Superiority 
Over Animals Is Mental and 
Not Spiritual. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va.. April 17.—That the 
soul is mortal, and dies with the body, is 
the inference that many have drawn from 
a recent lecture to his class at the Medi- 
cal College of Virginia, delivered by State 
Chemist Wiltam H. Taylor. 

In his discourse Dr. Taylor said: 

“This, then, is the lesson we have 
learned: That the phenomena to which 
we give the name of soul are inextricably 
connected with the physiological functions 
of the brain, and that they had their origin 
in the far-off inorganic world, and were 
inherent, actually or potentially, in inor- 
ganic matter. : 

„Thus, as we read the record, has be- 
gun and proceeded through untold ages 
the majestic march which, starting from 
the dust of the earth, at length presents 
the vertebrate, the mammal, the ape, tlie 
body and the soul of man. 

“All along our instructor has been nature 
herself. We feel that we have been docile 
and earnestly attentive pupils, and yet, in 
presence of the stupendous outcome con- 
fronting us, we are daunted by a misgiving 
that, inapt and incapable, we may not, 
after all, have understood her teaching 
aright. 

“It is a famous saying of long ago that 
Where there are three doctors there are 
two atheists.’ 


Dead Man and Dead Dog Alike. 


“Those who see many dead animal 
bodies, and espectally those who cut them 

, as surgeons and butchers do, are driv- 
en irresistibly to the conclusion, t the 
can think, that, In the matter of soul, 
there is no apparent difference between a 
dead man and a dead dog. 

The scalpel, the mic „ the test 
tube, assiduously, skilifully and thought- 
fully used. have no cognigance, through 
anatomy, physiological, embryology, chem- 
istry and other departments of medicine, 
of such a thing as an independent super- 
physical entity such as the soul in the 
common understanding of it. 

“If as medical men occupying a purely 
medical point of view we seek to explain 
these variations and changes, we do not 
hesitate to assign their cause to some cor- 
rélated variation or change in the bodily 
conditions, and we feel amply authorized 
to assign the e to @ 
28 rtion of the dy, namely, to 
the brain, an organ whose fu ns, 
while of so exalted a character that we 
speak of a certain Phase of them as soul, 
are yet dependent on the game physical 
and chemical actions as o on the con- 
tractibility of muscles. 

We might now be inclined to feel that 
the matter, so far as we are able to handle 
it, is disposed of, had we not been taught 
by the results of the extraordinary ovt- 
burst of scientific effort luring the nine- 
teénth century that man is oot an isolated 
being; that, so far from vccupying the «x- 
alt position of a unique ration. he is 
connected with all nature, animate and in- 
animate, in a manner anil to an extent 
which was not dreamed of by our not very 
remote predecsssors. 

Dr. Taylor sketched th) -heorles cf the 
evolutionary sc 1 of scientific thought 
and urged it in support of his proposition 
that the soul is a material, though exalted, 
bodily function, and dies with the brain, 
in which, in his opinion, it resides. 

In answer to criticisms of his position, 
Dr. Taylor said: 

Jam entirely willing to bear any cen- 
sure that may come upon me for presenting 
facts, however unwelcome they may .

scientific men.“

Buried Treasure Intended for the 


Pay of Zachary Taylor’s Sol- 
diers 70 Years Ago Tempts 
Many Iowans. 


BLACK HAWK’S BRAVES 
KILLED THE GUARDIANS. 


Men Bent to Conceal the Money 
Slain After Performing Their 
Task, and Secret of Hiding 
Place Lost Forever. 


ELDORA, Io., April 17.—Seventy years 
ago the soldiers of Col. Zachary Taylor 
were in Iowa in the vicinity of where the 
the town of North McGregor now stands, 
and in hiding some government gold from 
the Indians buried a treasure that many 
men since that time have diligently 
searched for without reward. Thus a rich 
prize of $90,000 awaits some fortunate in- 
dividual who will some day discover its 
whereabouts. This money has now been 
buried for nearly three-quarters of s cen- 
tury. 

During the Mack Hawk Indian war in 
1886 Zachary Taylor, then a colonel in 
command of Fort McKay. was kept busy 
keeping order in this western community, 
always turbulent through constant out- 
break« of the Indians. His little band of 
men was always on the alert for trouble, 
and few nights were spent in complete 
repose. An early morning Inspection of 
the earthworks might unsuspectingly reveal 
a dead sentinel outside the walls of the 
siockade, us scalp missing and his life 
blood oozing upon the ground where he 
lay. Black Hawk was taken for oxactly 
what he was, a sly and crafty chief, who 
stopped at nothing in the way of murder 
and rapine to accomplish his erds on the 
advancing foes and pioneers. 

The tale of the lost thousands has its 
beginning at the middle of the Black Hawk 
wer. The fort over which Col. Taylor 
had command was preparing for attack at 
any time. Scouting expeditions were sent 
forth from time to time to scont the 
surrounding country, but the wily natives 
were always on the move, and battles wore 
seldom more than backwoods scrimmages. 
A small scouting party, if not constantly 
on the alert, ran every chance of being 
surprised at an inoppertune moment, the 
nent motnent being killed and their only 
mersaxe to thelr comrades would he the 
ghastly sculped heads, the work of. Rlack 
Hawk. 

One day in 18%) four bags of gold were 
received at the fort to be im AE pay- 
ment of the United States soldiers on duty 
at the stockade. The gold was in coins of 
large denomination and the total amount 
of the consignment was about $80,000. This 
Was the largest amount of coin ever 
shipped to a western point and the utmost 
secrecy attended the transportation and its 
care after it had reached its destination. 
Col. Taylor, when apprised of its arrival. 
made all possible arrangements for its 
Safekeeping until such a time as the In- 
Mans would be driven away. Calling to- 
gether the command, he chose from the 
men four of the bravest and most trust- 
worthy and after instructing them gave 
thom each a dag of gold with instruc- 
tions to carry it to a safe retreat which 
they shoufi select and there hide it from 
the I s. An attack being feared at 
any moment which might result in the loss 
of the gold, the four men at once went 
their way with the four bags of gold in 
their possession. 

Hardly had they left the stockade when 
@ well-planned attack was made and after 
the repulse many of the brave defender:

had fought. The battles and skirmishes 
were kept up for many days and at the 
conclusion of the hardest fighting an expe- 
dition was sent out in search of the four 
men to whom had been entrusted the four

NEW YORK, April 17.—-New Vork is to

Their Vote Decides That Millstadt 
Shall Have Female School 
Teacher. 


MARRIED MEN THE LOSLES 
Wives and Daughters, With Lat- 
ters’ Admirers, Casting Ballots 
for Fair Instructor Rule.

Maud Colvin, the first feminine 
school teacher in Millstadt, III., in 2% 
years, will continue to teach, as a result 
of Saturday's school board election there. 

The schoolma'am was the issue of the 
election and it was the most exciting the 
town has seon in years. 

Sweethearts and wives cancelled the 
votes of the men of Millstadt and for the 
first time the opponents of women teach- 
ers were squarely defeated. 

A majority of the board of the past 
year have been in favor of feminine 
teachers, but the majority was obtained 
quietly a year ago without the issue be- 
ing raised. 

Those who favor women teachers think 
their decisive victory Saturday will be 
final in its effect and there will not be any 
further organized effort to keep women 
out of teaching positions in the town. 

There has long been strong prejudices 
in Millstadt against women teachers. Up 
to the time that Miss Colvin was ap- 
peinted a year ego, no Millstadt child had 
been taught by a woman for 26 years. 
Five years ago there was some sentiment 
in favor of a feminine teacher for the 
primary grade, tut it was headed off by 
the adoption of a motion made by A. 
Marxer, that no applications from women 
for teaching positions be received. The 
Cposition was on the ground that a woman 
could not control Millstadt children. 
After last year's election it was found 
that four of the six members were in 
favor of women, and Miss Colvin was 
brought from Normal, III., and placed in 
charge of the primary department. 
Louis Kalbfleisch and A. Marxer were so 
distressed by this that they refused to at- 


tend board meetings. County Superintend- 
ent Hertel notified them that if they did 
not attend to their duties they would have 
to resign. Kalbfleisch resigned. Marxer 
decided to stay so as to make a fight at 
the next election. and attended occasional 
meetings. J. H. Lippert was elected 
succeed Kalbfleisch. 

The opposition nominated Wimam W. 
Pistor and W. Weible. Those favorin 
women teachers nominated C. Hess anc 
Fred F. Bieber. The opposition could not 
get anybody to run ey 0 Fred L. Baltz 
for president for re-election. 

The issue was squarely joined. Badges 
and streamers were used and the vote was 
the largest ever polled. Many women vot- 
ed in favor of schoolma ams. The candi- 
dates pledged to schoolma’ams were elect- 
ed by large majorities. 

The board now stands 5 to 1 In favor of 
schoolma’ams, Marxer, a holdover, being 
the only one opposed. The member other 
than those mentioned is Dr. Kirchner.

NEW YORK, April 17.—By refusing to 
aid them and by reason of the letter she 
wrote, Mrs. Andrew Carnegie has stirred 
up the phiianthropists who are raising 
funds for the Japanese families\of soldiers 
killed in the war. Mrs. Carnegie wrote: 

“I am afraid you have come to the wrong 
people with your project. Mr. Carnegie 
and I may have strange ideas, but we are 
so strongly opposed to war, except for the 
holiest of causes, that we believe that 
men ought to be made to see the terrible 
consequences. They cannot plunge lightly 
into war with the certain belief that their 
widows and children will de cared for 
after they are gone. Besides, we should 
not, in any case, take up one side of the 
belligerents rather than that of the other.-- 
Louise W. Carnegie.“ 

Fearing that it might influence others, 
the letter was not openly read. The wife 
of Consul-General Uchida learned of its 
existence, however, and, through her, it 
became public. 

“I am very sorry Mrs. Carnegie’s letter 
reached the public.“ said Charles Mac- 
Veigh. There has been much discussion 
of its contents among those anxious to aid 
the Japanese, and we fear its influence 
will prevent us from succeeding as we

The recall originated in Los Angeles, Cal. If a public servant 

mayor, alderman, treasurer—does not please his constituents 
& percentage of voters can by petition procure an election at 
which the officer shall be recalled to private life, or get a cer- 
tificate of approval, as the case may be. In Los Angeles last 
year a city officer was deprived of his office by this means and 
the people of Wisconsin, or rather the La Follette men, propose 
to adopt the same contrivance and apply it to local government. 

The theory seems reasonable. But how will it work in prac- 
tice? During the period of Mr. Folk’s activity in St. Louis 
there was never a moment when a petition with a considerable 
mumber of signatures might not have been obtained, forcing 
him to defend himself before the electorate. This would cer- 
tainly have embarrassed the prosecution of boodlers, although 

of course he would not have been recalled.

There are a surprising number of Quaker 
arimals—animals whose regular method of 
self-protection is to offer no resistance to 
their enemies. 

The possum's trick of shamming dead” | 
is an old story.
